NEW WAR MINISTER PLEASES SOLDIERS 


Petrograd, May 17.—^Via London—The cabinet crisis has been 
settled. A declaration of the government's policy has been accepted 
by the representatives of the cotincil of workmen's and soldiers' dele- 
gates with merely slight alterations, and was signed by them at mid- 
night. 


It was decided to take into the cabinet five representatives of dif- 
ferent socialist groups, which with A. F. Kerensky, who assumes the 
war portfolio, will make a total of six of these groups sharing in the 
government. 
Three of the appointees are social democrats and three 
including M. Kerensky, socialist populists.

BEER ISSUE 


On Determined Value of 
Malt Liquors in War De- 
pends Outcome. 


BREWING MIGHT 


REDUCE IMPORTS

American Food Supplies to 
Britain Enter 
Factor.

London, May 17.—Influential repre- 
sentations have been made to the min- 
istry of food that the continuing of 
brewing in Great Britain is likely to 
make it more difficult to get increased 
export of cereals from Anierica. 


Kennedy 
Jones, 
dii'ector of 
food 
economy, gave the Associated 
Press 
an authoritativ'e statement in regard to 
the i-estrictions already imposed 
on 
brev/ing anti the complexities of the 
problem. 
He said: 


"As things stand no more barley will 
be malted in this country, except a 
small quantity for us© as coloring mat- 
ter. 
The last barley was malted in 
February. 
Therefore the only ques- 
tion is would there be a very valuable 
saving in food by mixing the malt 
which exists with flour and making it 
into bread rather than by using it for 
the brewing of beer? 
A strong body 
of scientific opinion holds that beer 
has its food value. 
Apart from that 
it is a fact that only a small percentage 
of malt—not more than 5 per cent— 
can be mixed with flour in breadmak- 
Ing, or it produces a sticky and unpal- 
atable loaf. 


AU Hinges on Value in War, 


"Whether the brewing of beer shall 
be stopped at once and the barley al- 
ready malted used for mixing with 
flour is a question of policy and hinges 
on the point whether the malt in bread 
or in beer Avill secure the most effi- 
cient prosecution of the war. 


"Unlike America beer has been for 
centuries a part of the daily diet of 
our working classes. 
The first duty 
and the first effort of those responsible 
for the ordering of public affairs is to 
secure a maximum output of work for 
the production of the war from all 
workers. 
A great number of men en- 
gaged in very heavy manual labor— 
as for example men working at blast 
furnaces—must 
drink 
considerable 
malty liquors. 
This is not a practical 
fact; it is a scientific fact. 
The bulk 
of these men are in the habit of taking 
that liquid in the form of beer. 
The 
question is not whether cold tea would 
be better for them, but what would be 
the effect on the output of work by 
suddenly cutting off their supply of 
beer. 


American Situation Diifercnt. 


"Of course, there may arrive the 
point at which it is considered neces- 
sary on review of all the circumstances 
to stop all brevv-ing, but until this point 
is reachod and in view of the drastic 
restrictions 
already 
Imposed, 
it 
is 
scarcely fair to let the impression get 
abroad that we are blind to the con- 
siderations involved or determined to 
continue beer drinking regardless of 
its effect upon the war. 
It should be 
clearly undenstood that, because of its 
relation to daily life and the output of 
munitions, beer occupies a very differ- 
ent status in this country as compared 
with its relation 
to 
the 
life of the 
American people."

which the Germans had held since the 
retreat from the Marne, a farm looks 
like a reduced birds-eye view of a 
volcanic region in which the craters are 
so thick that their edges touch. 


A careful inspection of the rugged 
surface discovers ti'aces of a little of 
everything that is to be found in the 
wake of a defeated army, buried and 
r-eburied by successive upheavals, as 
shell after shell 
gouged 
the 
earth, 
making new craters between old ones 
and gave cover to fresh wreckage. 


A pile of brick, stones and mortar 
here and there shows that the region 
was once inhabited; there are no other 
signs 
of 
pre-existing 
civilization. 
Around these piles are, in some places, 
iron parts and fragments of framework 
of American self-binders and 
other 
agricultural 
implements 
suggesting 
that the land was once worked. 
The 
nearer one approaches the railroads 
that existed before the liberation of the 
territory 
these 
indications 
become 
rarer. 


Millions of Projectiles. 


Fragments of metal are the most 
apparent of all the debris that shows 
above the surface. 
Millions of projec- 
tiles weighing hundreds of thousands 
of tons and costing billions of francs 
burst over the land for upwards of two 
and a half years. 


They impregnated the soil with frag- 
ments of steel, iron and copper. 
Unex- 
ploded shells, some of them filled with 
poisonous gaa, furrowed the ground and 
now lie biiried in unexpected places, a 
tragic snare for the ploughpoint. 


Leveling of all this upheaval territory 
is, in itself, a formidable task. It is ren- 
dered the more difficult by these hidden 
dangers. It will be first of all, the work 
of experienced engineers and experts in 
the handling of projectiles. The work of 
the plowman will come afterward. 


Just how to "demetalize" the farming 
lands along the front has already been 
the subject of discussions.

view to the profit that may be derived 
from the recovered metal, worth millions 
of francs if it can be e.xtracted and as-* 
sembled by an economical process.

fending the Trieste region. The action 
is In too early a stage to permit sound 
judgment on Its outcome.

tàxatlon of wealthy, development In a 
democratic direction of local self-gov- 
ernment and the hastening of prepar- 
ations for the constituent assembly. 


To Suppress Anarchists. 


In return the government demands 
such full confidence and support as 
will enable it not only to fight a reac- 
tionary counter revolution, but also to 
take measures against the anarchists 
of the extreme loft.

Many hundreds of people hereabouts have 
tnade patriotic answer to the nation's call 
for greater food production. Many others 
will join those already enlisted for the cul- 
tivation of vacant lots and home gardens. Of 
these a considerable number are persons to 
whom cultivation of the soil is an altogether 
new experience. To such it may not be amiss 
to point out that the successful raising oi 
vegetables implies more than merely turning 
the soil and planting seeds. Gardens require 
care or the initial work given to them will 
come to nothing. 


A seasoned agriculturist of New York state 
summed up all possible misgivings in the sen- 
tentious phrase—"I would like to see these 
gardens,a few weeks hence, when it can be 
said whether they have had hoeing or need 
mowing." If gardens are not hoed they will 
have to be mowed. Weeds thrive in stirred 
Boil and if they are not kept down thejr soon 
will choke the vegetables with which they dis- 
pute possession of the ground. Diligent em- 
ployment of the hoe in the earlier days of the 
garden will not only go far to insure a good 
crop of vegetables, but will make the problem 
of weeds easier throughout. 
The garden in 
which weeds are allowed to get an early ad- 
vantage will not amount to much and will of- 
fer difficulties that will constantly increase. 


Experienced gardeners know these things 
well enough and stand in need of no counsel. 
Those without experience will learn these 
things quickly enough to add to their knoiv- 
ledge, but perhaps not so quickly as may 
answer to save their truck beds from failure. 
Take to the hoe early and stick to it. It Avill 
require but a few minutes each day to keep 
the average home garden free from weeds 
and insure a good crop. 
The value of con- 
stant attention cannot be overstated for the 
best gardens are those in which the weeds are 
given no chance. Keep the weeds down thif:« 
year and next year the nuisance will be less 
aggravating to deal with. Gardens in Avhich 
weeds are not permitted to go to seed are 
much easier to care for than those to which 
slack attention is given. 


Let it be remembered that the movement 
for general food raising is in answer to the na- 
tion's need and that the purpose is to produce 
food that the country must have, and is not 
the pursuit of a noisy fad. What is wanted 
is to increase the food supply. This will be 
the result if the gardens that are planted this 
spring are given good care through the sum- 
mer. Keep in mind that the hoe largely hoJds 
the secret of a good garden. 


IF YOU CAN, BUY A BOND.

The government is putting two billions of 
the liberty loan bonds up to the country. These 
bonds must be sold or there will be want of 
money for the war. Big interests are prepar- 
ing to take great blocks of these bonds, but it 
is the wish that a large part of the loan shall 
be placed with the people. 


Liberty loan bonds have been issued in de- 
nominations as small as $100. They pay 3^2 
per cent, interest and are non-taxable, so that 
holders of these bonds are assured of a good 
net income. Income, however, should be sec- 
ondary in every consideration. The nation's 
need of money to prosecute the war should 
^'be uppermost. 
There are few who cannot 
contrive to invest in at least one bond at $100. 
If those of limited means who want to invest 
in liberty bonds will consult with any of tlie 
banks where they reside it will be explained 
to them how bonds may be purchased. 


It should be borne well in mind that these 
United States bonds are as safe an invest- 
ment as can be made. This government has 
never repudiated a dollar of its indebtedness 
and never defaulted a penny of its interest. 
The entire wealth of the richest nation on 
earth is behind these bonds. The need of the 
nation in War is the reason for them. Patriotic

Buying a liberty bond is a high service, but 
it is not a service of sacrifice. You not only 
lose nothing; you gain. You will have a pro- 
ductive investment and you will have a sav- 
ing that at any time can be converted into 
cash if you have need of it. Millions of Amer- 
icans will buy these bonds and help their gov- 
ernment in war. Be one of them. 


In Germany, Great Britain and France it 
has been the great mass of the people who 
have enabled their governments to finance the 
war. Issue after issue of bonds in tremendous 
volume has been absorbed by the people and 
they will take still more of them before the 
war is over. In none of these countries have 
the people the means that Americans have. 
Their incomes are much smaller, but they have 
better habits of thrift. Investment in the lib- 
erty loan will start thousands of persons on 
a career of thrift who never before have 
thought it possible to lay by anything. Now 
is the choice of all opportunities for saving, 
for it means help to the government and de- 
fense of the nation. 


HOLD UP THE AUDITORIUM. 


A few weeks ago, when it became apparent 
that.no contractor would waste time prepar- 
ing a bid for construction of the municipal 
auditorium on the plans as they then lay, the 
administration and the architect set about 
the job of trimming the plans in such wise as 
to bring them within the city "s means. Every- 
thing it was thought could be spared from 
the building was slashed. 
When bids were 
opened it was found that the lowest of them 
was about twice the amount of money in the 
city's building fund. 


Does it strike any intelligent person in Fort 
Wayne that there can be much by way of a 
public assembly hail possible after the plans 
that were bid upon have been cut down 50 
per cent? That is what must be done in order 
to bring the cost of the building within the 
limits imposed by the money in hand. It is 
true that four walls and a roof may be reared 
for the sum that is now available to pay far 
the building, but there will be little else. It 
is proposed to alter the whole character of 
construction and to eliminate numerous ap- 
pointments that constitute attractiveness, min- 
ister to nececsities and make for modern char- 
acter in a structure of the sort. 


There is no surety whatever that even with 
this onset of vandalism against the plans the 
cost of the building can be brought Avithin 
the city's means. The belief is among those 
who may be credited with expert knowledge 
of such things that it cannot be done. And 
even if it be possible it ought not to be done. 
Fort Wayne is not stressed for this auditor- 
ium to any such extent as can justify the pay- 
ment of two prices to procure it—and that 
is what will be necessary under present con- 
ditions. 


There can be no plea that to erect the build- 
ing this summer Avill serve the good end of 
providing employment for labor. There is no 
dearth of work at the best wages ever offered 
in the country. Labor will be so sorely nei>d- 
ed elsewhere during the next year that it can 
well be spared from any work of building an 
auditorium. 


The building project ought to be put in 
abeyance for a time. The city \nll gain both 
in money and in the kind of building it gets 
if this be done. 


Russia has got herself set, after a fashion, 
to resume her march as an orderly democracy, 
but the security of her foundation and the 
duration of her effort remain matters of deep 
misgiving. A coalition cabinet embracing all 
elements of the revolution has been set up. 
but from it are missing some figures that 
ought to be there. The resignation of Prof. 
Milukoff and his refusal to remain in the gov- 
ernment is a loss that Russians will yet C(mie 
to appreciate. No stronger or more enlighten- 
ed man is in Russia today than this great 
scholar and statesman, who knoMS his own 
land and its needs and has made a study on 
the ground of all the modern democracies, in- 
cluding the United States. 
It may be that 
sanity is returning to the new-bom democrats 
of Russia, but there is grave reason for mis- 
giving and distruct. Too many of the big men 
are falling away from the government, too 
many great leaders are quitting the army to 
permit the part Russia is to play in the re- 
mainder of the war to be contemplated with 
anything but alarm. 


America will soon be burning plènty of pow- 
der on the battle fronts without customary 
attention to wanton waste of it for I'ourth of 
July purposes. Keep it to win new victories 
for American arms and do not expend it to 
celebrate old ones. A minimum of hoise will 
answer well.

Sketches from Life 
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ALCOHOL'S PART IN THE WAR. 


BY ALLEN ROGERS, PH. D., 


Member of the American 
Chemical 
Society. 


Alcoholic beverages must go. 
The requirement it dear. 
Alcohol 
can fill liquor glasses to satisfy the 
wilful appetite of thousands of Amer- 
icans living comfortably at home,—or 
it can be transferred to fill a hundred 
hospital needs to save the lives and 
relieve the sufferings of other thou- 
sands on the battlefields. 


Alcohol may play its part in the 
gayeties of the club, in the hotel, and 
in the home,—or it may play a bigger 
part in the manufacture of the muni- 
tions which alone can bring us victory. 
It may be transferred into beverages 
which make for pleasure, or it may 
become the fuel that will serve the 
nation when other fuels are lacking. 


Alcohol can no longer satisfy the 
demands of the country's indulgence 
only. It must serve the thousands of 
industrial purposes that are the vital 
needs of America at war. And in war 
time, everything must go that hamper.s 
the work of a successful mobilization 
of the country's resources, and leads 
to final victory. 


Every extravagance and waste in 
home life an(> public 
life must be 
eliminated, and the great industry of 
alcoholic beverage manufacture must 
bow befoi-e the demands of the nation 
in its time of crisis. This is no senti- 
mental demand,—nor religious, nor 
even moral,—it is the demand of the 
nation's chemists, based upon scien- 
tific analysis. 


No man would 
assume 
that 
we 
srtould curb our supply of either in or- 
der to increase our supply of bever- 
ages in time of peace, and no man will 
say that our soldiers should be denied 
the greatest possible protection be- 
cause the n ^ a n u f a c t u r e of their 
medicines depends upon the reduction 
of o.ur alcoholic drinks. 
As a local 
anaesthetic, as a heart and respiration 
stimulant, and for many other pur- 
poses, ether, so largely made of al- 
cohol. finds wide use on the battlefield. 


Ether may be used in connection 
with kerosene to produce a very sat- 
isfactory substitute for gasoline in mo- 
tor cars. 
It may be employed as a 
solvent, as a cleaning solution 
for 
guns, and for many other important 
purposes. Its use as such, on a large 
scale, is impossible now, because while 
denatured alcohol is free, pure alcohol, 
used in the manufacture of ether, costs 
$2.40 a gallon, of which $2.00 is tax. 
European countries have removed this 
tax, and other is now made in quan- 
tities,—Europe's plan has been suc- 
cessful. 
It was forced upon her by 
dire necessity. 
Let us learn by her 
experience. 


Alcohol is of fundamental necessity 
as a solvent in the manufacture of ex- 
plosives. 
We must be sure that the 
present abnormal demand is not ham- 
pered even remotely. 
Consider the 
comparative importance of alcohol for 
beverages and for explosiveti. in war 
times. >. 


As fuel, alcohol finds a great use, 
and fuel will be in unnatural demand 
as the war goes on. For Internal com- 
bustion engines, for cooking stoves, 
and for numerous other purposes, al- 
cohol. as a fuel, must help win the 
war. 
Emergencies 
will 
arise, 
and 
shortages in other fuels will appear 
suddenly. 
There must be no curtail- 
ment of this source. 


Not only for ether, for explosive«, 
and for fuel, does this country need 
alcohol. 
This heed goes into near- 
ly every Industrial field, and this need 
is always increased by war. 
For a 
great number pt medtolnal purpoMt 
,othir than ether, aloohb^la epmiitiali 
tiM »vaparaiUoa at 
«ap«n4a 
«9aa tli aad ^la maa\ifiiMmra,o^'aaiiyi 


shellacs and varnishes. These are on- 
ly a few of alcohol's industrial uses. 


"But why not use wood alcohol for 
all these purposes," 
goes 
the argu- 
ment, "and continue using grain al- 
cohol in the manufacture of liquor?" 
And the nation's chemists answer "im- 
possible." The vapors of wood alcohol 
are blinding, and its use is highly dan- 
gerous for all manufacturing. 


Efficiency? 
Economy? 
What will 
become of these if the great industrial 
units, now elaborately organized and 
busily engaged in the manufacture of 
alcoholic beverages,, 
must 
close up 
shop, abruptly? 


Don't close the breweries and dis- 
tilleries. Transform them. Instead of 
making alcohol for drinks, make it 
for the manufacture 
of 
explosives, 
make it for ether and other medicinal 
purposes, make it for fuel, make it 
for dyes and shellacs.—make it for 
every use to which Uncle Sam's chem- 
ists can put it in the supreme moment 
when all things must go to the melt- 
ing pot to be turned to the nation's 
greatest good. 


Call is Issued for 
' Boy Scout Leaders 


The national council of the Boy 
Scouts of America has issued an ap- 
peal for 100,000 volunteers, eighteen 
years old and over, to take care of 
the new recruits which are poXiring 
in. 
For the last two months head- 
quarters has enrolled an average of 
over 1,000 boys a day. 


The Scout movement at this time is 
utilizing all the power of a well or- 
ganized force of 291,033 men and boys 
to increase food production 
in 
the 
United States. The movement is rep- 
resented in every city and town of 
1,000 population and over and as a con- 
sequence the work of the organization 
will be a big factor In the 1917 crop, 
but the needs of America and her 
allies at this time are enormous and 
the leaders of the Scout movement 


are determined to secure leaders to 
take care of every boy who volun- 
teers. 


Officers of the Scout movement 
point out that there are many pa- 
triotic men who want to do their "bit" 
but who cannot be accepted for active 
service at the front "Because of phys- 
ical disability or because they hav« 
dependents. Many of these men havo 
the necessary qualifications to servo 
as scoutmasters. All such are re- 
quested to give their names and ad- 
dresses at once to the representativa 
of the Boy Scouts of America In their 
neighborhood. 


It was also explained that a ntnn- 
ber of the Scout officials are volun- 
teering for active service and this In- 
creases the immediate need for men 
to take up scouting in order that all 
troops may have adequate competent 
leadership. 
The enrollment of the 
Boy Scouts of America today is 224,- 
331 boys and 66.702 men, making a 
grand total of 291,033. 


The Boy Scouts of America 
are 
working under the slogan, "Every 
Scout to Feed a Soldier," and in other 
ways are definitely co-operating with 
the United States government. 
The 
program for the summer is full of ac- 
tivity and opportunity for real patri- 
otic service.

worse than ours at Santiago and Ma- 
nila. 


"Every shot that fails to reach the 
mark is wasted and our gunners are 
taught to make every shot tell. 
Of 
course, they can't do It, but they do 
much better than the gunners of other 
navies. 


"Now, children, I want to impress 
upon you the fact that April 19 was 
the date that opened both the revolu- 
tionary war and the present war. Then 
we were alone, but France afterwards 
helped us. 
Now we are engaged In a 
great war for the rights of free peo- 
ples, England, France, Russia, Italy, 
Belgium and Japan are with us. 


"We are fighting for about the same 
thing we did in the revolution, that 
is human rights and that is why I say 
that the nineteenth of April. 1775, 
with the nineteenth of April, 1917, are 
part of the same great struggle for 
freedom and for law and that I am 
right In saying that the subject of 
this talk belongs properly to a Current 
Events Class.

This year we are particularly inter- 
ested in those vegetables which can be 
stored for winter use.

are many of the root crops. 
The car- 
rot and parsnip have been mentioned 
already in these columns.

plant which 
deserves

place in the garden and which is be- 
coming more popular all the time is 
the salsify or vegetable oyster. 
It is 
an all season crop and its growth is 
not seriously affected by hot and dry 


Salsify, or the Vegetable Oyster. 


It grows slowly throughout; piece of cod-flsh helled trHh tba 
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weather. 
the entire summer and is ready for use 
in the fall. 
The roots are perfectly 
hardy and are, in fact, improved by 
freezing. 


Varieties and Planting. 


The most popular variety is the 
Mammoth Sandwich Island. Sow early 
In the sprlrtg in rows about 12 Inches 
apart. 
Most salsify seeds are fertile, 
so that it is not necessary to overplant 
to allow for seeds that will not .sprout. 
This does away with the necessity of 
thinning out the rows. Plant the seeds 
half an inch to an inch deep about two 
to four inches apart in the row. 
An 
ounce of seed will sow 100 feet of row, 
but if the seed is drilled that amount 
will sow only half that much and thin- 
ning out will be necessary. 
The cul- 
tivation is precisely the same as for 
carrots and parsnips. 
The soil should 
be broken deeply so that the 
main 
roots will not split or branch.

^ I s i f y will keep well through the 
winter in the ground where It 
was 
grown, just like the parsnip. A supply 
for use may be dug in October and the 
remainder dug in spring as soon as the 
frost is out of the ground.

This season when he took charge of the 
Reds at Shreveport he spent an hour a day 
teaching his men to bunt. 


"Bunting is invaluable to a team when 
opposed by a 
big 
pitcher," Matty ex- 
plained. 
"Successive bunts rattle a big 
man, who has trouble handling slowly hit 
balls down in his territory, and the coolest 
man in the business is likely to throw 
away 
a 
ball game under 
those 
condi- 
tions." 


Then Matty went on to explain how this 
was brought home to him in a game at St. 
Louis a few years ago. The game was en- 
gineered by Miller Huggins, one of the 
best guessers in the league. 


Formerly Matty had had little trouble in 
beating the Cards, and Huggins framed 
on bini.

Mattj' took that experience as a lesson 
and will work it out on his own ball club.

Miller Huggins is a great exponent of 
the 
taunt. 
It made him a succe.ssful hit- 
ter when he was playing regularly. Hug-

and outguessing the opposing pitchers. 


Practically every major league manager 
will admit th^t bunting a t the right time 
is the best kind of inside baseball, yet 
most of them make no attempt to teach 
their players the bunting game. 


One reason for this probably is 
that 
players do not like to bunt. 
They want to 
wallop the ball, and it is hard to get them 
out of the notion.

F. Glenn, in command of the training: 
camp at Fort Benjamin Harrison, In- 
dianapolis, cordially praises the wor- 
work of the Young Men's Christian 
Association as he sa^ it on the Mex- 
ican border, and as It will be conduct- 
ed at Fort Benjamin Harrison and at 
other training oamps over the country, 
as well as with the soldiers when they 
are in the field and on the battle front. 
Colonel Glenn, one of the most widely 
known officers of the American army, 
said of the association war-work: 
Booze Not to Handicap Brains. 


"I am glad to state that I have been 
familiar with the work of the Young 
Men's Christian Association in con- 
nection with the United States troops 
for a number of years, and 
I 
was 
brought Into particularly 
close 
ob- 
servation of its service during the last 
ten months on the Mexican border, 
where it did splendid work.' I am sure 
that- the work has resulted in great 
good. 
The most striking and bene- 
ficial feature connected with the asso- 
ciation work is in preventing young 
and inexperienced soldiers from being 
drawn 
into 
associations 
of 
various 
kinds that can be but harmful to them. 


"Booze is not going to 
handicap 
brains at Fort Harrison. Every young 
man in this training camp owes his 
country the solemn obligation of giv- 
ing it at this time the best there is in 
him. 
He is to command men if he 
meets with the requirements of the 
war department. He, therefore, should 
make himself fit to command by liv- 
ing an exemplary life and by avoid- 
ing every form of liquor or narcotic. 
Manhood is to have its test and I am 
going to see that every brain is un- 
clouded and every muscle unasleep. 
Woe awaits the officer or man who 
violates my order that there shall be 
no liquor or drugs in or near Fort Ben- 
jamin Harrison during the period of 
training." 


Enlist for the Big Work. 


Men who have enlisted, those who 
are subject to the conscription law, as 
well as soldiers who were in service on 
the Mexican border, are asked by the 
state 
executive 
committee 
of 
the 
Young Men's 
Christian 
Association 
war-work to join In the movement to 
raise the fund of $150,000 in Indiana, 
this sum to be contributed to the na- 
tional war-work fund of $3,000,000. 
The men who will be in army or navy 
service will, the state committee says, 
be the direct beneficiaries of the fund, 
for it is to be expended in providing 
buildings at training camps for the en- 
tertainment and convenience of the 
soldiers, as well as to give them wel- 
fare service while they are in the field 
or on the battle front. 


The soldiers who saw service on the 
Mexican border are expected to join in 
the canvass for funds because of their 
first-hand 
acquaintance with what the 
association does for the troops. 
The 
Indiana association was the first to get 
buildings up in Texas, where many 
thousand soldiers, from many states 
as well as Indiana, wrote letters home, 
attended picture 
shows, read 
home 
newspapers, 
gave 
entertainments 
themselves, 
and 
attended 
religious 
services. It is this kind of service that 
the association will provide for some 
50,000 troops at Fort Harriison and for 
the armies at other training camps 
over the country, operating on greater 
scale than on the Mexican border. 


The canvass for the war-work fund 
In Indiana starts on May 20 and con- 
tinues through eight days, and every- 
where the local committees in charge 
are anxious to have the active help of 
young men who are answering the 
nation's call to the colors.

General Electric Opens New Field of 
Labor. 


Failure to get sufficient men to do 
the work at 
the 
General 
Electric 
works is being followed by opening of 
a number of positions to women which 
formerly were given only to men. The 
scarcity of men is due to the number 
of enlistments in the army at present 
more than to any other thing. 
In the 
testing room, eleven of the thirty em- 
ployes enlisted with Uncle Sam and 
left their positions at the shops. 
Some 
of the vacancies were filled by other 
men, but some are still open and as 
far as possible they will be given to 
women. 
This morning Miss Florence 
Renneman took a clerical position In 
the office of Foreman Raymond J.

AMERICAN SHIP 


TORPEDOED AND 


OFF GENOA 


New York. May 17.—Tho American 


steamship Hi Ionian has been torpe- 
doed and sunk off Genoa, Italy, with a 
loss of four members of the crew, ac- 
cording to a cable-gram received hero 
by the owners, the Universal Trans- 
portation company. 


The Hllonlan was not armed. She 


left here April 27 for Genoa with oargo. 
She was a vessel of 2,921 tons gross, 
was commanded by Captain II. H. Wil- 
liams and carried a crew of thirty- 
nine men, of whom eighteen were 
American citizens. 


The cablegram to the owners gave

London. May 17.—Influential repre- 


sentations have been made to the min- 
istry of food that the continuing of 
brewing In Great Britain Is likely to 
make it more difficult to get increased 
export of cereals from America- 


Kennedy Jones, director of food 


economy, gave the Associated Press 
an authoritative statement in regard to 
the restrictions already imposed on 
brewing and the complexities of the 
problem. He said: 


"As things stand no more barley will 


be malted In this country, except a 
small quantity for use as coloring mat- 
ter. 
The last barley was malted in 


February. Therefore the only ques- 
tion is would there be a very valuable 
saving in food by mixing tho malt 
which exists with flour and making it 
into bread rather than by using it for 
the brewing of beer? 
A strong body 


of scientific opinion holds that beer 
has its food value. Apart from that 
it is a fact that only a small percentage 
of malt—-not more than 5 per cent— 
can be mixed with flour in breadmak- 


K. or It produces a sticky and unpal- 


AH Hinges on Value in War. 


"Whether the brewing of beer shall 


be stopped nt once and the barley al- 
ready malted used for mixing with 
flour is a question of policy and hinges 
on tho point whether the malt in bread 
or in beer will secure the most effi- 
cient prosecution of the war. 


"Unlike America beer has been for 


centuries a part of the dally diet of 
our working classes. 
The tlrst duty 


and tho llrst effort of those responsible 
for the ordering of public affairs Is to 
secure a maximum output of work for 
tho production of the war from all 
workers. A great number of men en- 
gaged In very heavy manual labor— 
ns for example men working at blast 
furnaces-—must 
drink 
considerable 


malty liquors. 
This Is not a practical 


fact: It is a Rclcntlflr fact. Tho bulk 
of these men are in tho habit of taking 
that liquid In tho form of beer. The 
ejuestlon is not whelher roM tea woulil 
be better for them, but whnt would bo 
the effect on the output of work by 
suddenly cutting off their supply of 
beer. 


American Situation IHfTcrcnt. 


"Of course, there may arrive tho 


point nt which It Is connlilerrd noi-cs- 
sary em review of all the circumstances 
to stop all browing, but until this point 
if reached and In view of the drastir 
restrictions already Imposed. It Is 
scarcely fair to let tho impression got 
abroad that we aro blind to tho con- 
siderations Involved or determined to 
continue boor drinking regardless of 
its effect upon tho war. It should be 
clearly understood that, because of Its 
relation to dally life and tho output of

The 
Isonzo. a. turbulent mountain valley, 
bordered by mountains and cliffs, is in 
their hands for a distance of fifteen to 
twenty miles north of Gorlzla. Gen- 
eral Cadorna appears to plan a great 
flanking movement against tho Corso 
plateau, nature's great rampart de- 
fending the Trieste region. The action 
is In too early a stage to permit sound 
judgment on its outcome. The allied 
offensive in Macedonia continues with 
considerable success for the British 
forces, but the fighting is on such an 
extended front and so sporadic in char- 
acter that its meaning is obscured.

garden will not only go far to insure a good 
crop of vegetables, but will make the problem 
of weeds easier throughout. 
The garden in 


which weeds are allowed to get an early ad- 
vantage will not amount to much and will-of- 
fer difficulties that will constantly increase. 


Experienced gardeners know these things 


well enough and stand in need of no counsel. 
Those without experience will learn these 
things quickly enough to add to their know- 
ledge, but perhaps not so quickly as may 
answer to save their truck beds from failure. 
Take to the hoe early and stick to it. It will 
require but a few minutes each day In keep 
the average home garden free from weeds 
and insure a good crop. The value of con- 
stant attention cannot be overstated for the 
best gardens are those in which the weeds arc 
given no chance. Keep the weeds clown this 
year and next year the nuisance will be less 
aggravating to deal with. Gardens in which 
•weeds are not permitted to go to seed arc 
much easier to care for than those to which 
slack attention is given. 


Let it be remembered that the movement 


for general food raising is in answer to the na- 
tion's need and that the purpose is to produce- 
food that the country must have, and is not 
the pursuit of a noisy fad. What is wanted 
is to increase the food supply. This will bo 
the result if the gardens that are planted this 
spring are given good care through the sum- 
Hi er. Keep in mind that the hoe largely holds 
the secret of a good garden.

sons Says It Protects 


the Soldiers. 


Indianapolis, May 17.—Col. Edwin 


F. Glenn, in command of the training 
camp at Fort Benjamin Harrison, In- 
dianapolis, cordially praises the Tvor- 
work of the Young Men's Christian 
Association as he saw it on the Mex- 
ican border, and as it will be conduct- 
ed at Fort Benjamin Harrison and at 
other training camps over the country, 
as well as with the soldiers when they 
are in the field and on the battle front. 
Colonel Glenn, one of the most widely 
known officers of the American army, 
said of the association war-work: 


Booze Not to Handicap Brains. 


"I am glad to state that I have been 


familiar with the work of the Young 
Men's Christian Association in con- 
nection with the United States troops 
for a number of years, and I was 
brought into particularly close ob- 
servation of its service during the last 
ten months on the Mexican border, 
•where it did splendid work. I am sure 
that the work has resulted in great 
good. The most striking and bene- 
ficial feature connected with the asso- 
ciation work is in preventing young 
and inexperienced soldiers from being 
drawn into associations of various 
kinds that can be but harmful to them. 


"Booze Is not going to handicap 


brains at Fort Harrison. Every young 
man in this training camp owes his 
country the solemn obligation of giv- 
ing It at this time the best there is in 
him. He is to command men if he 
meets with the requirements of the 
war department. He. therefore, should 
mako himself fit to command by liv- 
ing an exemplary life and by avoid- 
ing every form of liquor or narcotic. 
Manhood is to have its test and I am 
going to see that every brain is un- 
clouded and every muscle unasleep. 
Woe awaits the officer or man who 
violates my order that there shall be 
no llauor or drugs in or near Fort Ben- 
jamin Harrison during the period of 
training."

It 
the old France, forced into this con- 
flict, and spending every ounce of en- 
ergy and manhood in the struggle, is 
to give birth to a new France, worthy 
inheritor 
of her 
splendid achieve- 


ments, her children must -be reared 
into a young generation of strength 
and promise. 


"No greater work can be done for 


France than to give these children the 
chance of which their fathers' death 
has deprived them. Their plight is an 
emergency which must be met imme- 
diately; for neglect during one or 
two years of the physical, mental and 
moral welfare of the child cannot lie 
repaired later." Miss Fell told of the 
work of the Red Cross on the battle- 
fields of France and pointed out the 
importance of the work that the wom- 
en of Fort Wayne arc now doing.
